‘THE CANADA PACIFIC RAILROAD. 
The Canada Pacific Railroad scheme has been 
sufficiently developed to allow an opportunity to 
look upon it from all sides, and to judge of its 
practicability and desirableness, and, looking 
upon it from all sides, it is within bounds to say 
that there was never arailroad scheme set on 
foot which has had so little to commend it to 
either public or private confidence. It was born 
in corruption, and has been nurtured in violation 
of solemn compact. As last resort, the man- 
agers of the scheme, in order to obtain as- 
sistance from English capitalists, of which 
there is at present no hope, have asked 
for an extension of the time allowed 
for the construction of the road, from ten to 
twelve years from the date of the annexation of. 
British Columbia to the Union. This is an in- 
fringement of the terms made with ‘British 
Columbia. The leading condition upon which 
British Columbia was admitted into the Oonfed- 
eration of the British Provinces (which took 
place in 1870) was the agreement upon the part 
of the Dominion Government to construct a rail- 
road from Ontario to the Pacific coast within ten 
years, the estimated length of the road being 2,500 
miles, the estimated cost $100,000,000, and the 
subsidy from the Dominion Government 630, 
000,000 and 50,000,000 acres of land. Here, 
therefore, is a deliberate intention to violate the 
national faith, and not the only one. The 
agreement between the Government and the 
Company provides that “a subsidy or aid of 
money amounting to $30,000,000 is hereby 
granted to the Company, payable from time to 
time by installments, at intervals of one month, 
as any portion of the railway is proceeded with, 
in proportion to the length, difficulty of con- 
struction, and cost of such portions; such pro- 
portion to be ascertained and settled in the 
same manner as is herein provided with re- 
spect to the grapts of land.” In violation 
of this agreement, the Company now demand to 
issue their bonds at 85 per cent, or 15 per cent 
discount, to increase the amount to be issued 
| from $40,000 to $50,000 per mile, and the pay- 
ment of the whole subsidy in a lump, instead of 
by installments, as per agreement. That a Com- 
pany should thus deliberately seek to violate its 
agreements and to compromise the national 
faith is of itself prima facie evidence that all 
the details of its management have been marked 
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debauchery are already familiar to the public by 
the disclosures in the letters of Allan to Mo- 
Mullen and Smith, of Chicago. Every step of 
| this scheme has been marked by bribery and 
corruption, and every proposal in connection 
with its route and construction has been made 
in respect to some political exigency of the 
Ministry, and to such an extent that the scheme 
is no longer 6 Canadian Pacifico but 3 
Macdonald Pacific scheme. But violation of 
national faith and wide-spread corraption are 
If constructed as now proposed, it must entail 
a debt upon the Dominion of $30,000,000, in 
order to accommodate the supposed wants of 
some 12,000 people, which is the population of 
British Columbia, exclusive of Indians and 
Chinese. In addition to this debt, the Dominion 
has a debt of $20,000,000 on the Inter-Colo- 
nial Railroad which is to connect Halifax with 
Quebec, and $12,000,000 on canal enlargement. 
This debt, in addition to other liabilities of the 
Dominion, is enormously disproportioned to its 
population, By its last census (1871), Canada 
had but 3,975,577 people, not much more than 
the State of Pennsylvania and considerably lees 
than the State of New York, Nor is the yearly 
increase of population in the Dominion 
such as to warrant the assumption of 
such a debt. It was supposed that 
the last census would show a population 
of at least 4,500,000, whereas the official figures 
fell 1,000,000 under that estimate. The increase 
in the last ten years in’ the Dominion has only 
been about 400,000, a condition of things which 
us explained by the fact that, during the five 
years ending in 1870, the number of 248,905 out 
of the total number of emigrants from Europe 
by the St. Lawrence route entered the United 
States. 

But, admitting that Canada is able to provide 
for such a debt, what sufficient reason can 
the projectors of this particular route 
around the north shore of Lake Zu- 
perior and through the sterile wildernesses 
of British Columbia to the Pacific advance for 
its construction ? There is as yet no certainty 
what the Canadian Pacific Railroad will really be. 
Propositions have been made to run it this way 
and that way, and a still further proposition to 
build east and west ends and connect them by 
the Northern Pacific Road on American soil. 
Here is the first element of indefiniteness, Its 
cost is as uncertain as its route. No 
one can guarantee it, because no estimates 
have been made. No estimates have been made 
because no surveys or specifications have been 
made. There is no population to support the 


| road if it were built, There is no market to 


supply it. A great part of the road would run 
through a rocky, sterile region, capable of grow- 
ing nothing but scrubby pme trees, which are 
hardly merchantable commodities. The sparse 
settlements of Indians and _half-breeds, 
hundreds of miles apart, with their 
short season for orop- raising, could not develop 
a trade, and the prospects for the population of 


this vast territory, so as to supply a market, 


cannot be realized for centuries at the present 
rate of increase. If the projectors of this scheme 
are calculating upon trade with Asia, then they 
are hypothecating on a market already monopo- 
lized by the old steamer routes and by American 
communications, some of them already con- 
structed, like the Union Pacific, or in process of 
construction, like the Southern and Northern 
Pacific. 

Look at the present Canadian Pacific schemein 
whatever light we may,it resolves itself intoa buge 
political job which was born in corruption, has 
been fostered by intrigue and bribery, has not a 
single convincing reason to show for its con- 
struction, and has not yet secured a dollar of 
English or Canadian capital. Its destiny is to 
break itself down and to break down the Mao- 
donald Government, which has been subsidized 
in its interests. It does not follow, 
however, that because this particular scheme for 
building a Canadian Pacific Railroad has been 
shown to be unworthy of public confidence, 
therefore no road should be built. There is, 
perhaps, a necessity for communication be- 
tween Canada and Manitoba and the Sas- 
katchewan Valley. Every consideration, both 
financial and otherwise, points to Chi- 
cago and St. Paul as the natural route 
for communication with that section of British 
America. It has the advantage in expense, dis- 
tance, and amount of road already constructed. 
It is worth the while, therefore, of the Dominion 
authorities to consult and see whether this route 
is not the pressing solution of the Canadian 
Pacific problem. It is simply wicked to sink 
$30,000,000 in a moonshine railroad. The whole
